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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 


TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE Isr OF 
MAY 1885,

Iv the report for the previous week, it was shown that at its close the former meteo- 
rological conditions which had obtained over the Province had completely changed. “A ‘ 
strong easterly wind current had set in over North Bengal and North Behar in the place of 
the former westerly current, while westerly winds were still blowing in South Behar, Chutia 
Nagpur, and some parts of South-West Bengal. It was there also pointed out that the 
interaction between these wind systems had caused the sky to cloud over rapidly, and that 
the conditions had become favourable for the production of the usual hot-weather storms. 

On the 25th, or the first day of the present week, these conditions continued, a small area of 

low pressure began to develop in South Behar, and winds showed a fairly complete cyclonic 
circulation round it. The area of low pressure with accompanying wind circulation was 

also clearly noticeable in Behar and Chutia Nagpur on the 26th, 27th and 28th, but. on the 

29th and 30th the wind directions to a certain extent ceased to show the tendency, to eb 
cyclonic circulation, though the area of low pressure could still be faintly traced. On the 

st of May the lowest pressure had moved to the west of South Behar, though there was 

still a paired towards the reappearance of the circulation of winds as in the earlier part 

of the week. . 


It will thus be seen that from the 25th up to the 28th, the weather conditions over the 
Province were very disturbed, while on the 29th and 30th conditions began to clear up. 
Svutherly and south-easterly moist winds have been blowing steadily over South-West, East 
and North Bengal, and heavy and general rain, to a great extent brought by local storms, hus 
fallen over districts. From the 80th, however, weather became more settled, and little 
er no rain fell. 


Pressure, as stated above, has been relatively low in South Behar and Chutia Nagpur 
almost throughout the week, while it has been high in East Bengal. Gya has shown the 
lowest pressures, and here the mean pressure for the week is only 0°003% above the 
normal, At Chittagong, on the other hand, the mean pressure for the week has been no less 
than 0°045” above the normal, while the average excess pressure over the whole Province 
has been 6'082." In the previous week pressure was below the normal in all district 
except Ohutia Nagpur, the average defect being 0'038", so it will be seen that the change from 
the previous week is rather marked. 


With the heavy rainfall for the week, temperature has fallen very considerably, and 
it is now below the normal in all districts. The largest defect has is in East Bengal, 
where it is 4°. In South Behar the defect has been 3°, in Chutia Nagpur and North 
Behar it has been about 2‘, while in South-West Bengal and Orissa the defect has been 
a little more than 1°, 


Rainfall, as has been previously stated, was fairly general and moderately heavy in South- 
West Bengal from the 26th to the 28th, and in the eastern districts up to the 29th. In East 
and North Bengai rainfall was also fairly heavy, though not quite so general, from the 25th 
to the 29th, while a few showers fell in Orissa, in the Purneah district of North Behar, and 
in the Sonthal Pergunnahs. Fenny reports no less than 6°77 inches of rain during the 
week; Kishoregunge, Narail, Chittagong and Oox’s Bazar have received more than 4 inches; 
Bongong, Chooadanga, Jessore, Rungamati, Perozepore, Munshigunge, Atia, and Gooch  - ; 
Behar report 2 inches of rain and upwards, while no less than 11 stations m South-West : 
Bengal and 10 stations in East and North Bengal have received 2 inches and upwards 
during the week, ‘ 


The averago rainfall ia East Bengal for the week has been 2°68 inches, in South-West — 
Bengal it has been 1°30 inches, and in North Bengal 1°15 inches. In Orissa the Ke 
fall has been 0°31 inch, while in Behar and Chutia Nagpur the amounts are insigoificant. — 
'Yhe heavy rainfall during this week has brought the rainfall for the month of April 
up to the average fall in East Bengal. In South-West Bengal and North Bengal the fall 
in April has been rather more than half the normal; in Orissa it has been less than hal 
while in Behar and Chutia Nagpur the rainfall has been exceedingly scanty.

The comparative backwardness of the arts of wood and stone-earving in 
Bengal will probably dispose the Committee to invite from the pupils of the 
School of Art and other’ competent persons designs for screens based upon those 
modes of architectural ornament which are most characteristic of the chief 
Hindu, Mahomedan, and Buddhist buildings in these Provinces. If such a 
reproduction of selected ornamental details commends itself to the taste of the 
Committee, and can be carried out in a manner compatible with the necessary 
form’ and proportions of a screen, the Lieutenant-Governor hopes that it may 
form a worthy illustration of a branch of art little known in Europe, and may, 
at the same time, offer some encouragement to the pursuit of wood-carving and 
modelling in Bengal. No time should be lost in commencing the work, as all 
articles intended for exhibition in London must be ready for despatch by the 
25th December, and it is understood that even the simplest type of screen 
will require considerable labour and constructive skill to adapt it to the . condi- 

_ tions imposed by the dimensions of the Exhibition building. ; 

5. The Lieutenant-Governor therefore desires that the President of 
the Committee will arrange to hold a mecting at as early a date as possible, 
in order to decide the preliminary questions noted above, and to start 
work throughout Bengal with the co-operation of the local officers.

“Tay, normal meterological conditions of April in Bengal are very siniilar to those which 
were described for March, bitt with the continuance of the conditions, they become’ stronger 
and more developed, These conditions, it will be remembered, are steadily increasing tempera- 
ture over the wlfble of Northern India, accompanied by reducing pressure, the latter effect 
being the result of a series of oscillations in which the downward movement ip greater thau 
the upward. The wind system over the Province in this mouth, as in March, is usually made * 
up of three components. LKasterly winds, the contivuation probably of winds down the 
Assam Valley, prevail along the foot of the hills, and their influence is frequently felt even to 
the western limit of the Province. Southerly and south-westerly sea winds blow over the We 

‘ southern districts of Bengal, and’ as the month advances.they graduslly penetrate farther : 
into the interior of the Province. At tre same time hot westerly and north-westerly winds 
blow from Upper India over the greater part of Behar, ‘Chutia Nagpur ami the western + 
districts of South-West and Central Bengal. « By the interaotion of these almost opposing 
wind systems, which differ in s ength, humidity, &., the hot-weather storms of Bengal are 
almost certainly produced, aud with she inland extension of the southerly moist winds, the 
rainfall brought by these sturms advances into the interior of Bengal. 

» The rainfall of April is practically entirely due to these storms, and the average distri- 
bution of the rainfall in Bengal during this mouth is simple. The lines of equal rainfall 
run mainly north and south, or parallel to the hills du the borders of Eastern’ and Northem 

_ Bengal. ‘To the east of a line running through Julpigoree, Rungpore, Serajgunge, Burrisal 
and Chittagong the rainfall varies from 4 to 6 inches. The rainfall diminishes westwards, » 
and to the west of a curved line running through Bettia, Durbhunga, Doomka, . Hazaribagh 
and the Cuttack hills, he average rainfall of the month of April is less than one inch, It * 
is least in Bhababad, where it is barely a fifth of an inch, a" 

The meteorology of the past month has been of considerable interest, and, for the pur 
of discussion, the month should be divided into two portious—one part up to the 22nd 
or 24rd, and the second from the 23rd to the end of the month, for the conditions in the

ee Tux conditions which had prevailed over Bengal during the previous week, and which 
were then favourable to the formation of hot-weather storms or nor’-westers, have continued ‘ 
* . to exist during the present week without interruption. General rain, in many cases in large 
we amounts, has therefore fallen over almost the whole of the Province, and in almost all 
districts rainfall has been very considerably above the normal for the week. 

The week opened with the existence of a distinct area of low pressure over Chutia Nagpur 
and part of South Behar, and there was a decided teudency for wind directions to circulate |” 
round it. This area of low pressure apparently moved towards the south, and on the 3rd 
it gave rise to strong wiuds, unsettled weather, and heavy rain in many parts of Bengal. , 

’ These conditions were present in a more or less pronounced form for two or three days, 

D» but from the 6th, however, pressure began to increase rapidly over the whole Province, 
the area of low pressure filled up, and on the 8th pressure was very largely above the normal, 
and at the same time the distribution became decidedly irregular, for it was highest in North « 

a end East Bengal, while some parts of South-West Bengal showed pressures which were 
distinctly low in comparison with the surrounding distmets, Throughout the weeks thé 
easterly component in the wind directions has been very clearly and strongly marked, parti. 
cularly in the northern and eastern districts, and at one time it almost appeared to be pre- . 
vailing over the westerly current which generally blows over the western districts at_ this 
season of the year. Southerly winds have also been blowiog steadily in South Bengal, 50 
that the conditions remuived favourable for the formation of local storms up to‘the close of 
the week, oy 

Pressure during the previous week had been above the normal by about 0:032”; the 
changes and oscillations which have occurred during this week have geuerally had an upward 5 
tendency, and the mean pressure for the week over the whole Proviuce is now no less than 
0:09” in excess. The excess pressure is smallest in Chutia Nagpur, where it is about 
0:05,” but in other parts of the Province the excess is fairly evenly distributed, 

With the heavy rainfall over almost the whole of the Province, temperature has been . 
decidedly below the normal at almost all stations. The average defect has been about 2,° 
but at such stations as Chittagong and Berhampur the defect has been nearly 5°. ’ 

Rainfall has been general throughout the week in almost all districts. East Bengal, 
North bengal and South-West Bengal have received the largest amounts; North Behar 
and Orissa have also received considerable quantities, while Soath Behar and Chutia Nagp 
have reported the smallest amounts. ‘lhe average fall over East Bengal amounts to 

P, Jess than 4°11 inches ; North Bengal has averaged 2°75 inches, and South-West Bengal 2:28 
inches. North Benar has received an average of 1°46 inches, and Orissa comes ext 
with 1 iuch, Lastly, the fall in Chutia Nagpur has been 0:73 inch, and in 
South Behar 0°65 inch, Comparing these numbers with the normal fall for the 
week, East Bengal has received an excess fall of 47 per cent.; in Orissa the excess h as been 
equal to only 10 per cent. In North Behar the excess amounts to no less than 120 per cent,, 
in South-West Bengal and North Bengal the excess is about equal to 60 per cent. The 

x and excess is smaller in South Behur and Chutia Nagpur, where it is about 50 per cent. In. 
certain divisions and sub-divisions, however, the rainfall has not been so plentifulas the 
above figures would seem to imply ; thus the Singbhoom district has only received about a 
° third of the normal fall for the week, Nya Doomka has received practically no rain for the 
week, the Gya and Sbhahabad districts have also had very little rain, and finally” parts of the 
Moorshedabad, Beerbhoom, and Bankoora districts are considerably below the average for 
this period.

The number of 
fresh certificates filed for the recovery of cess arrears was 74,674, which, with 
the 37,859 pending at the close of the previous year, gave a total 
of 112,533 for disposal against 118,204 in 1882-88, Seventy-three 
thdusand three hundred and eighty-six were disposed of during the year;

Ty reply to your, question as to whether the navigable channels of the Hooghly river 
show any marked difference this year as compared with former years, I have carefully ,taken 
up the movements of the Moyapore and James’ and Mary’s bars, taking these obstructions as. 
my standard by which to reply to your question. These places are known to/change' and 
shift so often that special nren are employed daily t6 report an the alterations, and for this 
reason I‘have made them the basis for my answer. ’ se . 

. I have plotted the maximum and minimum water over the bars'at both places since the 
year 1865-66, and then again plotted the least water in the best track across these bars, that 
is, the least water a vessel ever had to cross over with throughout’ each year,. From these 
caloulations I find that in both the James’ and Mary’s and Moyapore bars the’ water in the 
rains appear in former years to have scoured the channels deeper than at present, but the 
uniform height of the bars in the dry season, more especially on the James’ Mary’s, are 
now more even and slightly deeper than 10 fo. 15 years ago, so that on th alone I 
am of opinion that their is fair ground for supposing that the bed of the Hooghly river 
has not deteriorated as compared with former years, nor hayé its changes been’ ahy greater 
than other rivers composed and formed of the same material as the Hooghly, 

Below Diamond Harbour the channels as they now exist, as compared with those of 
former years, are unrecognizable, and to thoroughly work up the extensive changes that have 
happened would take up a very great deal of time ; but it is within, the recollection of some 
of our present pilots that vessels were neaped in the Gasper, there being only about 11 feet.
